MOW  LiNCOLN'S  LIFE 

 WAS  SAVED. 

SPRINGFIELD,  O.,  Feb.  9.— The 
latest  and  most  important  addition 
to  Lincoln  biography  is  the  statement 
of  Mrs.  Mary  Cc^geshall,  who  says 
her  husband  saved  the  Emancipator 
from  death  by  a  bomb  on  a  railway 
train  in  Baltimore., 

,  Mrs.  Coggeshall  ^comes  of  a  prom- 
inent family,  and  lier  husband,  now 
dead,  was  one  of  the  closest  friends 
^«f  Lincoln,  who,  after  the  war,  sent 
him  as  Minister  to  Ecudor. 

His  njte^s  story,  made  puUic  to- 
day for  the  first  time,  is  as  follows: 

"lincoln  was  going  to  Washing- 
ton to  take  office  after  his  first  elec- 
tion, and  Coggeshall  joined  him  at  Co- 
lumbus, O.  4.t  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  word 
reaihed  them  that  an  attempt  to  as- 
sassinate the  Presidflat  would  be  made 
at  Baltimore. 

Immediately  precautions  were  taken 
and  a  pilot  engine  nreceded  the  train 
to  see  that  he  track  was  clear.  lon- 
<?oln  and  Coggeshall  were  changing 
cars  at  Baltimore  when  the  latter  saw 
a  hissing  bomb  in  a  seat  of  the  car 
they  were  just  leaving. 

Without  hesitation  he  shoved  the 
President-elect  onto  the  platform, 
grabbed  the  bomb  and  flung  it  through 
the  window.  So  far  as  any  one 
knows,  it  never  exploded.  Lincoln 
stood  silent  a  minute,  then  he  said: 

Coggeshall,  did  I  not  tell  you  that 
if  3'ou  came  with  me  I  should  come 
.  safely.   God  knows  best."

— The  policy 
of  the  administration  Is  t«  combiae 
the  maximum  of  efficiency  In  achiev- 
ing the  real  object  which  the  people 
of  the  Pacific  slope  have  at  heart, 
with  the  minimum  of  friction  and 
trouble,  while  the  misguided  men 
who  advocate  such  action  as  this 
asainst  which  I -protest  are  following; 
afpoliey  waidi  comUnes  the  very 
minimum  of  efficiency  with  the  maxi- 
mum of  insult,  and  which,  while  total- 
ly failing  to  achieve  any  real  result 
for  good,  yet  might  accomplish  an  in- 
finity of  harm."  In  this  language 
President  Roosevelt,  in  a  Ion?  t^  li - 
gram  to  Speaker  P.  A.  Stanton  of  the 
California  assemby,  set  forth  the  gov- 
ernment's view  of  the  anti-Japanese 
school  legislation  l>efore  that  Iwdy. 

The  telegram  to  SpeiAer  Stanton 
was  sent  only  after  a  conference  with 
Senator  Flint  and  Representative 
Itahn  of  Cldifomia  and  F.  K.  Lane  of 
the  interstate  commerce  commission. 
To  Speaker  Stanton  the  president 
sent  the  following: 

"l  trust  there  will  be  no  misunder- 
standing of  the  federal  government's 
attitude.  We  are  zealously  endeavor- 
ing to  guard  the  Interest  of  California 
and  of  the  entire  west  in  accordance 
with  the  desires  of  our  wcfstem  peo- 
ple. By  friendly  agreement  with  Ja- 
pan we  are  now  carrying  out  a  policy 
whicb,  while  meeting  the  interests 
and- desires  of  the  Paelflte  slope.  Is  yet 
compatible  not  merely  with  mntnal 
self-r*  spect,  but  with  mntnal  ealeem 
an^  admiration  between  the  Ameri- 
cans and  Japanese.        ^  "  ' 

"The  Japanese  government  is  loyal- 
ly and  in  good  faith  doing  its  part  to 
carry  out  this  policy,  precisely  as  the 
American  government  is  doing.  The 
policy  aims  at  mutuality  and  obliga- 
tion and  behavior.  In  accordance 
with  it  the  purpose  Is  that  the  Jap- 
anese shall  come  here  exactly  aa 
Americans  go  to  Japan,  which  is  in 
effect  that  travelers,  students,  per- 
sons engSfed  in  international  busi- 
asM,  man  who  aoloam  for  pleasure 
ar  stodir.  and  t%a  Kks^  ahalt  have  the 
freest  seesss  from  one  coaatry  to  the 
othAr'^SBA  shall  be  sore  of  ^  best 
treatmeat,  bat  that  there  shall  be  no 
settlement  in  mass  by  the  people  of 
either  country  In  the  other. 

"During  the  last  six  months  under 
this  policy  more  Japanese  have  left 
the  country  than  have'  come  In,  and 
the  total  number  in  the  United  States 
has  diminished  by  over  2,060.  These 
figures  are  absolutely  accurate  and 
can  not  be  impeached.  In  other 
words,  if  the  present  policy  is  con- 
sistently followed  sad  works  as  well 
In  the  firtwa  ss  It  Is  iftow  wotkiBS. 
all  •4IAcalties  sad  cansss  of  Crietlon 
will  disappear,  while  at  thS  '  ssme 
Ume  Sash  nstloa  will  iMaia  tts  self- 
respect  snd  the  good  trill  of  the  eth- 
er. But  such  a  bill  as  this  school  bill 
accomplishes  literally  nothing  what- 
ever in  the  line  of  the  object  aimed 
at  and  gives  Just  and  grave  cans*'  for 
irritation;  while  in  addition. the  Unit 
ed  States  government  would  be 
obliged  immediately  to  take  action  in 
the  federal  courts  to  test  such  legis- 
lation, as  we  hold  it  to  ba  clearly  a 
violation  of  the  treaty.

It  May  B«  Useful,  but  la  Unaightly  and 
Qantrally  a  Town  Nulaanoa. 

That  good  old  hltchiiMr  poat!  What 
a  familial  objaet  to  all  of  ua  who  had 
the  good  fortune  to  be  reared  near  a 
country  town.  Still,  while  tender 
memories  hani^  arouad  the  old  post, 
there  Is  much>about  It  at  times  worthy 
of  condemnation.  There  Is  nothing 
that  makes  a  main  street  of  a  small 
town  look  so  shabby  and  thoroughly 
countrified  and  back-woodish  as  a  row 
of  rickety  old  hitching  posts  on  each 
side  of  the  street.  Constant  tramping 
and  pawing  near  them  makes  holes  in 
the  ground,  unsightly  mnd-holea  In 
damp  weather  and  lU-aaidllia|i.«aid  of- 
fensire  in  nuoMrooa  toapeeta.  li  may 
appear  a  bit  of  eatarpriao  on  the  part 
of  tiie  metebaat  to  oraet  a  number  of 
posta  In  front  of  his  store,  but  does  he 
gain  bnsinesa  by  it?  How  often  do 
you  see  Farmer  Shortcrop  drive  in,  tie 
his  team  to  the  post  In  front  of  Smith's 
store  and  go  over  to  Green  s  to  do  his 
trading?  As  long  as  hitching  posts  are 
allowed  to  occupy  places  in  front  of 
stores  on  main  streets  It  win  be  im- 
possible to  keep  the  streets  in  the 
neat  and  good  condition  that  they 
should  be  In.  Far  better  to  have  on 
some  unoccupied  strent  within  eaay 
reach  of  the  busineaa  sactiena  posts 
where  the  farmera  eaa  hitch  their 
teams.  Erery  town  which  has  the 
power  to  ooatrol  its  own  ai^rs  should 
make  regnlattona  that  wtU  keop  the 
hitchlnr  post  from  "onuuMatips"  the 
mala  Btreet&

Pt^mium  schemes  and  prfia  offer- 
ings held,  oqt  aa  bait  to  the  people  to 
get  them  to  naa  certain  brands  of 
goods  should  be  rery  carefully  consid- 
ered. The  most  common  plan  is  the 
certificate  deal,  by  which  is  promised 
some  article  represented  to  be  worth 
the  total  amount  paid  for  goods.

Oooda  of 
merit  do  not  hare  to  carry  a  "pilsa  In 
orAar  that  ther.be  ia  denaai;  >oople 
ara  4«tck  to  bay  fooda  of  merit,  par- 
tlciilarly  ia  tha  aUple  Una.  if  they 
know  of  them.  Of  the  sUndard  brands 
of  foodstuffs,  of  clg&rs.  of  thread,  of 
different  other  things,  how  many  are 
giving  prizes?  This  U  not  the  case 
with  numerous  classes  of  goods  that 
are  sold  with  a  premium  attachment.

The  matter  of  prices  and  profit  is 
always  Interesting,  not  alone  to  retail- 
ers of  merchandise,  but  to  consumers 
as  well.  There  has  been  nothing  that 
has  been  so  troublesome  to  every  class 
as  the  matter  of  prices.  It  is  all  easy, 
there  is  no  great  problem  to  solve! 
and  it  all  rests  in  the  little  phrase! 
"labor  should  reap  its  reward."  Coat 
is  an  all  Important  thio^  la  erery 
product  There  ia  the  raw  material, 
the  expense  of  putting  the  mannfao^ 
tured  articla  ia  morcanttle  form.  It 
mattora.  aot  what  the  product  is.  it 
is  the  ezpanso  of  preparing  it  for  the 
consumer,  the  price  of  the  raw  mate- 
rial, qost  0^  m^nfacture  and  distribu- 
tion that  counts.  Allowance  must  be 
made  for  an  equitable  compensation  to  ! 
all  having  a  part  In  the  production  of  | 
any  article  of  commerce.  We  hear 
of  cut  prices,  of  cheapness  in  this  or 
that  staple,  but  when  It  is  given  con- 
sideraUon,  where  Is  the  cheapness? 
Every  article  has  or  should  have  a 
standard  value.  There  is  no  good 
reason  why  the  worker  in  the  shop 
should  not  have  fair  and  equitable 
compensation  for  his  labor.  The  man- 
ufacturer who  has  thouaaada  of  cap- 
ital invested  should.  hoTo  interest  and 
pay  for  his  time;  the  man  who  places 
the  product  in  the  hands  of  the  re- 
tailer ia  entitled  to  pay  according  to 
hia  abiUty  as  a  salesman,  and  the 
retailor  should  have  equitable  inter- 
est on  the  capital  he  has  invested  and 
cbmpensatlon  for  his  time  and  labor. 
Here  you  have  all  In  a  nutshell.  The 
elimination  of  the  middleman  de- 
stroys one  of  the  established  customs 
and  industries.  When  any  article  of 
commerce  is  placed  on  the  market  at 
a  lower  price  than  cost  of  manufac- 
ture and  the  expense  of  placing  it  bo- 
fore  the  consuhier,  somebody  ia  the 
loser.  Here  is  food  for  raflaetioa,  aad 
it  behooves  the  merebaata  aad  con- 
sumers to  think  the  matter  over.

One  of  the  troubles  In  small  towns 
seems  to  be  that  petty  jealousies  keep 
the  business  men  from  working  in  har- 
njony.  There  is  just  so  much  business 
to  be  had,  and  it  either  goes  to  the 
home  stores,  the  mall  order  houses, 
the  department  stores  or  some  near- 
by city,  or  perhaps  is  let  go  to  a 
more  progressive  neighboring  town. 
It  should  be  the  aim  of  every  town 
to  make  Its  trade  territory  as  large 
as  possible.  It  Is  the  attitude  of  the 
business  men  that  counts.  One  good, 
live  man  in  business  in  a  small  town 
Is  a  benefit  to  the  wh(ri«  place.  He 
briaga  trade  to  all.  People  are 
swayed^  aad  fro  by  opiirtona  that  are 
formed  sometimes  without  careful 
reasoning.  It  ia  the  .'best  policy  to 
treat  each  fnd  vrary  oaa  fairlj.  aad 
honestly. 

Let  the  average  farmer  think  that 
he  has  been  given  the  worst  end  of 
a  bargain,  and  he  will  ponder  over  the 
matter  for  years.  It  is  not  a  good 
idea  for  a  merchant  to  have  a  scale 
of  prices  for  different  customers. 
Charge  John  Jones  J12  for  a  suit  of 
clothes,  and  sell  the  same  suit  to  his 
neighbor,  Jim  Smith,  for  $11,  and 
Jones  will  find  it  out  and  feel  that  he 
has  been  treated  unfairly,  and  Jones 
la  rii^t  about  it,  toa  There  la  one 
town,,  a  county  aeat,  ,1a  a  western 
state,,  a  place  of  naar^  S.000  popida- 
tion.  Its  trade  territory  exteada  for 
a  dozen  milea  in  each  direction.  The 
country  has  a  largo  foreign  popula,- 
tion.  They  are  the  beat  classes  of 
customers,  liberal  buyers  and  not 
quibblers  over  prices.  Still,  they  de- 
sire Just  treatment.  A  few  years  ago 
thousands  of  dollars  in  trade  was  di- 
verted from  the  town  through  a  deal- 
er in  agricultural  Implements  being 
a  poor  business  man.  A  wealthy  Ger- 
man purchased  from  him  several  hun- 
dred dollars'  worth  of  agricultural  ma 
chlnery,'  wagons  and  other  goods. 
The  farmer  wanted  a  harrow.  A 
price  was  n»do— $33.  A  few  days 
later  Uia  farmer  was  at  a  town  where 
there  wero^lrat  two  storaa  and  an  ele- 
vator. Ha  saw  the  same  hind  of  har- 
row aad  was  told  th^  $28.60  would 
buy  it  Ro  Tisited  the  county  seat  a 
few  days  later,  called  on  the  man 
from  whom  he  purchased  his  Imple- 
ments and  again  asked  the  price  of 
the  harrow,  and  was  told  the  same 
as  before.  He  then  stated  that  thp 
same  make  and  kind  of  harrow  had 
been  offered  him  for  $4.50  less.  After 
some  talk  he  was  told  that  he  could 
have  the  piece  of  machinery  for  the 
same  price.  He  did  not  take  It,  but 
secured  the  one  offered  him  by  the 
man  in  the  smaller  town.  He  did  not 
like  the  style  of  the  dealer  ia  the 
largor  town.  Ia  fSct,  ho  coadaded 
that  the  other  storekeepers  of.  the 
plaeO  ware  of  the  aame  caliber.  He 
<uit  tradlBK  aad  not  alone  was  his 
trade  loat  to  the  county  seat  town,  bi't 
the  trade  of  a  score  of  his  neighbors, 
and  even  they  changed  their  post  of- 
fice addresses  to  the  smaller  place. 
The  trade  of  this  one  farmer  lost  to 
the  county  seat  was  the  means  of 
building  up  a  healthy  trade  in  tlie 
smaller  town  and  bringing  to  it  other 
business  places.  D.  M.  CARR.

A  commercial  club,  a  business 
men's  association  or  whatever  It  may 
be  called,  that  is  useful  in  farthering 
the  interests  of  any  city  or  town  is  c 
highly  useful  orgatilsatioa.  The  field 
for  work  Is  uallailtod.  Its  exteat  Is 
only  liailtatf  'to  tiie  power  of  the  mem- 
bera  to  act  and  aocomjilish.  Qae  of 
the  chief  aims  of  all  such  afsodatioi^s 
should  be  to  advance  the  varied  In- 
terests of  the  towns  In  which  they  are 
started.  Sometimes  these  organiza- 
tions fall  in  their  purpose  because 
they  are  not  started  rightly.  Some 
person  who  has  nothing  to  do  but  col- 
lect rent,  pay  his  money  for  Bupplies 
to  some  mall  order  house,  and  collect 
interest  from  the  bank,  or  the  ones 
whose  property  is  mortgaged  to  him, 
Is  made  the  president,  or  given  a  place 
on  the  executive  board.  What  is  the 
result?  The  club  goes  under.  Its  we- 
fulness  has  haaa  dMt^>Sre8  «v<«n  be- 
fore its  ingaaixatiOB.  Tha  only  suc- 
cessful dubs  are  tho  ones  that  are 
under  the  control  Of  the  live  busi- 
ness men  of  the  towns,  who  have 
made  their  money  by  their  business 
connections  and  who  depend  upon  the 
g^wth  of  the  town  for  their  continued 
success.  Keep  the  knpeker  out  of  the 
commercial  club.  He  is  sure  to  be 
a  disturbing  factor,  kir  place  in  the 
club  affords  him  a  place  to  furUier 
his  own  selflah  interests,  which  in 
ninety-nine  castipHWt  ^  ^  hqpdred  is 
iB  keeping  back  eVOfy  ant^rj^rlso  that 
will  poaaibly  Increase  his  taxes. 


Kmtiieky. 

Aofording  to  the  last  esamis  Ken- 
tucky has  a  population  of  2,147.174. 

The  area  is  40.400  square  miles; 
400  of  which  is  water.  The  stream^i 
within  the  State,  as  a  rule  head  in  the 
Southeast  and  flow  in  a  Northwesterly 
direction;  this  fact  retarded  the  con- 
stmetion  of  railroads  and  the  devel- 
opment of  oar  resoaroes  xf«r  amny 
years.

River  arul  South  of  the  Cumberland 
Mountains.  In  tho.se  days  there  was 
only  a  limited  demand  for  coal  and 
lumber.  Now  that  the  demand  has  in- 
creased. It  wonld  seem  that 
a  kind  providence  has  held  in 
reserve  our  almost  inexhaustible  util- 
ities until  a  time  when  they  are  most 
needed  by  the  country.  Our  supply 
of  timber  is  limited,  but  there  is 
enou^  to  last  for  many  years  to 
come. 

We  have  a  coal  area  of  over  fifteen 
thousand  square  miles.  Other  min- 
erals await  development 

Natural  gas  ami  oil,  in  payinjr 
quantities  are  being  developed  iu 
many  localities. 

There  are  no  more  bad  people  in 
Kentucky  than  in  other  States  in  pro- 
portion to  population.  Good  people 
regardless  of  polities  or  religion,  are 
always  welcome.

Bkiildfng  Which  Wtll  Prove  Con¥«iiton1t 
and  Cleanly. 

L  have  five  or  six  cows,  and  am 
anxious  to  have  clean  milk,  therefore, 
would  like  to  build  a  small  dairy  house 
not  too  exjiensive,  and  would  ask  if 
you  have  any  plans  for  a  small  dairy, 
w  If  not.  could  you  tell  me  where  to 
get  them?"  So  writes  a  correspondent 
d  the  Country  Gentleman,  to  which 
.query  the  editor  replies  as  follows:' 

I .  can  appreciate  the  situation  that 
mxt  correspondent  la  in,  for  I  reittem- 
Iwr  %eing  In  Just  such  a  fix  about  fif- 
teen years  ago.  At  that  time  I  wrote 
to  one  or  two  farm  papers  for  advice, 
.▼islted  several  dairy  farms  and  finally 
went  to  work  and  built  a  small  dairy 
house  with  my  own  hands  at  very  lit 
tie  expense,  aside  from  the  material 
We  were  milking  but  a  half  dozen 
cows,  but  I  decided  to  increase  the

number  gradually,  as  we  made  con- 
tracts to  furnish  fine  butter  to  private 
cuatQmers  la  tlie  near-by  dti.   I  did 


liot  like  the  Idea  of  having  the  dairy 
room  contaminated  with  the  odors  of 
either  the  barn  or  kitchen,  so  built 
my  dairy-house  about  half  way  b*>- 
tween  the  two. 

I  made  the  structure  14  by  16  feet, 
and  8  feet  to  the  eates,  using  hem- 
loek  bill  stuff  for  framing.  The  outside 
was  corered  w7th  Qerman  lap  akiing 
and  a  good  shingle  roof,  and  the  build- 
tag  cdmpleto  coat  aie  less  thu  $60. 
I  did  an  the  work  myaelf.  and  at  thia 
time  of  the  year  when  I  was  aot  busy. 
Now  is  a  good  time  to  erect  such  a 
small  dairy-house  and  have  it  ready 
when  the  cold  weather  comes  on. 

I  laid  a  wood  floor  in  my  dairy- 
house  at  that  time,  but  I  should  not 
do  it  again.  1  should  lay  a  good  foun- 
dation wall  6t  stone,  set  deep  enough 
to  prevent  any  bad  effect  from  fr^z- 
ing,  and  make  it  only  Just  high  enough 
to  secure  good  drainage.  Of  course 
this  would  depend  on  the  location  and 
the  surrounding  siDfaoe  drainage.  In- 
atead  of  putting  In  floor  stringers  and 
a  hardwood  floor,  I  should  fill  the 
spaco  up  to  the  required  height  and  lay 
a  solid  cement  floor  about  four  inches 
thick.  Curve  the  edges  up  with  ce- 
ment to  form  a  baseboard  section 
about  six  inches  high,  and  fill  in  be- 
tween the  studding.  Finish  the  top 
surface  with  a  strong  mixture  of  ce- 
ment and  sharp  sand,  two  to  one.  The 
top  of  the  base  should  be  flush  with 
the  ceiling  laid  on  the  inside  o/;  the 
studlng. 

The  picture  shows  the  Interior  ~of 
the  dairy  house,  which  was  ceiled 
witl^  matched  pine  some  time  after  the 
house  had  been  used  for  butter-making 
purposes.  At  first  it  had  no  ceiling, 
except  up  about  three  feet  from  the 
base  to  form  a  sort  of  wainscoting. 

The  cement  floor  should  have  a  good 
ulope  to  one  side,  or  end,  with  a  solid 
cement  gutter  connecting  with  a  good 
drain  and  tr^  into  a  sewer  that  runs 
out  some  distance  firom  the  building 
Such  a  floor  can  be  k^  dean  by  fre- 
quent flushing  witk  plenty  ot  water, 
and  Is  about  the  best  and  most  sanl> 
tary  arrangement  I  have  ever  seen. 

Our  dairy  house  was  about  100  feet 
from  the  barn.  Each  pail  of  milk  was 
carried  directly  Into  the  dairy  and 
turned  Into  the  separator  feed  pan. 
The  picture  shows  the  separator  in 
motion  and  the  mistress  of  the  farm 
manipulating  the  crank.  She  has 
aerer  turned  the  machine  whUa  seo-

The  qnestion  of  good  roads  has 
always  been  a  vital  <Hie  with  all  coon- 
tries.  ^Cicero  said  that  the  enemies  of 
Home  woatd  lauirh  at  and  despise  her, 
"situated  amon;;  mountains  and  val- 
leys, stuck  up,  as  it  wereHmd  raised 
aloft,  amid  garrets,  with  poor  roads, 
and  with  very  narrow  streets." 

Just  as  ill  ancient  times  Rome  was 
laujjhed  at  for  her  shortsijrhtedness  in 
this  respect,  so  the  intelH^ent  and 
for-seeiug  leaders  of  today  are  com- 
miserating the  shorts^^tedness  of 
those  who  cannot  see  the  wisdom  and 
l>iacticability  of  a  universal  good 
1  uads  system. 

General  'Road  Conditions. 

A  recent  Washinijton  dispatch  says 
that  President-elect  Taft  favors  sell- 
ing: bonds  for  internal  improvementts. 
The  report  ^oes  on  to  say  that  there 
are  in  the  United  States  'i.laO.OOO 
miles  of  roads,  of  which  only  150,000 
miles  are  improved  roads;  about  7 
pe  rcent.  The  average  haul  by  the 
farmer  in  jrettinfj  his  products  to  mar- 
kt  is  nine  miles.  A  load  of  600 
pounds  retjuires  t\vt>  horses  five 
hours  to  haul  to  market  on  an  unim- 
proved road, 'while  a  load  of  1,200 
pounds  can  be  handled  by  one  horse 
in  two  lioiirs  the  >ain('  distance  on  an 
impr(»ved  road.  An  estimate  made  by 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
places  the  total  amount  of  products 
hauled  at  250,000,000,000  pounds. 
On  tlie  basis  of  these  figures  improved 
roads  would  result  in  a  saving  an- 
nually of  about  .$305,000,000. 

Canada,  being  alrger  in  area  than 
the  United  States  (not  reckoning 
Alaska),  it  would  seem,  would  event- 
ually have  almost  as  great  a  mileage 
of  public  highways  as  the  United 
States.  For  many  years  to  come,  of 
I  course,  a  large  part  of  Canada  will 
I  be  unsettled,  and  the  question  of 
roads  '\w  that  Dortion  of  the  country 
'will  require  little  attention.  Rut  the 
old  idea  taught  us  in  our  geographies 
and  histories  that  the  country  to  the 
north  of  us  is  largely  a  frigid  and 
barren  waste  is  a  mistaken  one,  as  the 
immigration  of  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  Americans  into  W^tem  Canada 
during  the  last  few  years  has  taught 
us,  and  it  is  only  ;\  matter  of  time 
when  the  greater  portion  of  the  coun- 
try will  be  settled  and  populated  per- 
haps as  generally  as  Russia. 

Building  of  Railroads. 

Canada  has  built  at  least  one  rail- 
road for  the  development  <  f  the  coun- 
try and  has  subsidized  others.  The 
building  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  was 
accomplished  through  the  efforts  of 
the  government  by  giving  a  large  sub- 
sidy to  a  syndicate  of  English  cap- 
italists and  thus  the  provinces  on  the 
Atlantic  were  connected  with  those  on 
the  Pacific  by  a  continuous  hue.  In 
more  recent  years  the  ^^vemment 
has  made  a  large  grant  lo"  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific,  for  a  line  paralleUng 
the  Canada  Pacific  several  hundred 
miles  north  of  it,  and  this  Une  is  now 
in  process  of  construction. 

Since  the  Canadian  people  have 
shown  a  disposition  to  make  liberal 
grants  for  railroads  to  open  up  new 
areas,  it  would  not  be  surprising  if 
they  also  made  similar  iMroviidons  for 
the  network  of  highways  that  asnally 
forerun  the  iron  horse. 

Owr  Road'  Beginnings. 

Early  in  the  nineteenth  century  tiie 
American  colonies*  then  having  a  pop- 
ulation about  equal  to  the  population 

of  Canada  today,  built  the  old  Nation- 
al road  from  Cumberland,  Md.,  to  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  and  this  had  much  to  do 
with  the  pushing  West  of  the  early 
pioneers  of  Hie  eoimtr**  and  was 
doubtless  a  strong  faetor  in  settling 
that  country. 

While  hte  population  of  Canada  is 
small,  only  about  7,000,000,  it  would 
seem  that  over  that  vast  area  it  wonld 
be  a  hopeless  undertaking  to  build 
good  roads  everywhere.  The  popu- 
lation is  scarcely  more  than  three 
times  that  of  Kentucky  and  yet  the 
area  is,  as  mentioned  above,  greater 
than  that  of  all  the  United  States. 
But  so  far  the  efforts  of  the  Govern- 
ment towards  building  roads  has  nec- 
essarily been  confined  to  tiie  provinces 
containing  the  rahjor  portion  of  the 
poptulation  such  as  Ontario,  Quebec 
and  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and  in  a 
smaller  way  to  Manitoba,  the  territo- 
ries and  British  Columbia. 

No  Federal  Obstai^les. 

Id.  Canada  there  is  no  Federal  pow- 
er scepter  to  rise  up  as  in  the  United 
States  wlien  a  question  for  the  gen- 
eral good,  of  the  provinces  as  units 
arise.  All  inter-provlncial  matters  ara 
regulated,  by  the  general  government 
at  Ottawa  as  are  matters  of  inter- 
state commerce  in  this  country.  The 
improvement  of  the  public  highways 
and  all  otheir  affaixs  of  similar  char- 
acter is  the  work  of  the  Deparbnent 
of  PuhHc  Works.  An  assistant  to 
the  head  of  this  department  has 
charge  of  the  matt^  of  road  iaqproye- 


ment.  This  deputy  minister  is  under 
the  civil  service  rules,  and  Uke  the 
judges  of  that  country,  he  is  appoint- 
ed for  life  and  good  conduct. 

The  Road  Buiider. 

It  Js  his  business  and  that  of  his 
efficient  corps  of  engiiiers  to  go  to  the 
various  municipalities  to  give  intelli- 
gent instructimiB  r^parding  road 
building,  and  also  to  supervise  the  ex- 
penditures of  government  money  as 
granted  for  public  highway's,  and 
generally  to  educate  the  public  to  a 
realization  of  the  nearness  of  the 
question  to  the  public  welfare.  More 
than  750  municipalities  in  Canada 
are  deahng  with  the  question.  Grad- 
ually the  country  is  outgrowing  the 
stati^te  labor  system  as  the  ineffic- 
iency of  it  is  being  realized.  Under 
tiiis  system  fully  ninety  per  cent  of 
the  cost  of  road-making  is  for  men 
and  teams,  thus  leaving  a  very  small 
fraction  for  the  purchase  of  mateldaL 
The  wastefulness  of  this  system  is 
everywhere /being  appreciated  and  a 
better  system  is  known  to  be  avail- 
able. 

In  one  county,  where  the  old  system 
of  road-making  is  still  in  vog^e,  it 
was  recently  shown  that  from  1896 

to  1905  192,239  days  of  statute  la- 
bor had  been  expended  on  the  roads 
in  addition  to  $82,436  in  money.  Es- 
timating a  day  of  statute  labor  at  the 
low  price  of  $1  and  the  expenditure 
I  amounted  to  .$280.G6G  and  yet  with 
this  great  cost,  nothing  had  been  ac- 
complished beyond  temporary  patch 
and  repair.  This  amount  judiciously 
expended  under    expert  supervision 

would  have  built  many  miles  of  g  1 

roads,  and  a  similar  amount  expeu(l<'<l 
during  another  decade  would  go  far 
towards  solving  the  road  problem  for 
fhe  county.  And  yet  in  that  very 
county  the  facilities  for  road  im- 
provement were  at  hand  and  only  fo 
the  want  of  any  investigation  of  the 
subject  is  the  conidtion  of  bad  roads 
allowed  to  continue. 

So  w^ell,  however,. lias  the  system  of 
the  general  government  worked  that 
there  remains  but  few  counties  in  the 
Province  of,  Ontario — out  of  nearly 
100 — where  good  roads  have  not  been 
realized,  at  Jfeast  partially.  ; 

Care  of  Roads. 

The  legislative  measure  designed  to 
improve  the  highways  throughout  the 
country  is  known  as  th  Highway  Im- 
provement Act  It  applies  exclusively 
to  county  systems  and  only  through  a 
county  system  can  the  municipalities 
receive  its  benefits.  Wherever  coun- 
ties have  adopted  it,  tbey  have  found 
it  very  snccessfnL  By  ^is  means  the 
roads  are  so  classified  that 'those  most 
important  and  most  heavily  travelled 
^•eceive  the  attention  which  their  im- 
portance demands.  The  roads  which 
reoeiv^  the  bebi^tB  4>f  this  act  are 
those  which,  if  provided,  w^ill  be  the 
most  used  by  the  public  and  which 
will  best  serve  the  requirements  of 
the  people  in  eac  hsection.  One  road 
in  each  townsliip  (precinct)  is  im- 
proved or  perhi^  parts  of  several 
roads,  somehow  to  make  a  network  of 
roads  leading  to  the  pnnciple  mar- 
ket-place of  the  farmers. 

Then  when  the  systenf  is  oompleted 
in  one  township,  or  precjnct,  it  is  the 
aim  to  have  them  connect  with  a  sim- 
ilar system  in  the  joining  precinct 
so  as  to  from  a  continuous  system. 
But  this  is  not  always  feasible.  In 
some  cases  all  the  roads  lead  to  one 
common  market  center.  In  others, 
conditions  are  different.  The  aim  is 
not  necessarily  to  have  a  coA^inuous 
svstem  but  to  have  a  useful  om^  Ap- 
parently the  so-called  connty  roads 
comprise  about  one-tenth  o^  the  total 
road  mielage  of  the  counties. 

Those  matters  of  detail  as  to  de- 
termining what  are  county  roads  on 
which  government  funds  should  be  ex- 
pended, are  left  to  the  judgment  of 
the  county  councils  which  compiise 
a  sort  of  fiscal  court.  The  actual  im- 
provements may  be  placed  wherever 
they  wil  bring  the  best  results  to. the 
greatest  majority. 

This  act  aims  to  secure  a  uniform 
system  of  management  and  classifica- 
tion according  to  the  traffic  on  the 
roads.  It  does  not  necessarily  mean 
an  increased  ezpen^fitnre  on  the  part 
of  the  raunicipahties.  It  seeks  to 
combine  the  more  important  roads  in 
one  class  and  under  one  management 
with  proper  methods  ,  and  jnachinery 
for  dealing  with  this  class  of  work. 
This  reallj'  means  reduction  in  cost 
and  the  production  of  a  better  class 
of  roads. 

The  enforcement  of  this  act  doubt- 
less in  many  easeft  tteans  an  increas- 
ed expenditure  on  roads,  but  this 
increase  is  covered  by  a  government 
grant.  With  the  main  county  roads 
disposed  of,  the  townships  ore  pre- 
cincts are  left  to  do  the  work  on 
the  less  in^wrtaht  ones.  A  general 
understandaig  Is  hdd  by  the  constzt- 
uent  partB  of  the  county  as  to  how

An  educational  movement  is  goin^'  on 
which  is  cumulative  rather  than  rev- 
olutionary. Over  forty  per  cent  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario  is  construct- 
ing improved  systems,  of  leading 
roads.  Other  counties  are  falling  in 
line  constantly.  To  date  aboct  $1,- 
150,000  has  been  spent  by  the  govern- 
ment in  the  Province  of  Ontario  alone 
for  this  purpose,  and  2,550  miles  of 
roads  have  been  improved  on  this 
plan.  The  roads  are  being  construct- 
ed on  a  permanent  basis,  attention 
being  given  to  drainage,  erading,  cov- 
ering with  broken  stone  or  gravel,  and 
the  use  of  modem  road-making  ma- 
chinery, such  as  grading  machines, 
rock  emshers  and  steam  rollers.

COMMISSION'S  REPORT. 


More  Prc^it  and  Satisfaction  to 
Hmm  Should  Result 
Fren  Its  WorL 


Washiugton.  Feb.  9.  —  President 
Roosevelt  sent  to  congress  today  a 
special  message  transmlttlBg  tbe  re- 
port of  the  country  life  commission, 
appointed  by  him  to  tnyestigate  the 
conditions  of  life  on  the  farms  of  the 
country  and  to  make  recomraendntious 
ot  ways  and  means  whereby  farm  life 
may  b^.  more  remaneratite  and 
attracttre; 

In  tbe  message  tbe  president  lays 
-stress  upon  the  fact  that  tbe  farmery 
and  their  families  are  the  stay  and 
strength  of  the  country  and  that  what- 
ever tends  to  make  their  lives  less 
burdensome  or  unattractive  is  neces- 
sary, to  tlw  interests  of  the  nation. 
He  praises  tbe  work  of  the  members 
of  the  commission,  who,  as  he  says, 
have  labored  without  pay  and  do  not 
now  ask  compensation  for  their  work. 
The  only  recommendation  in  the  mes- 
sage is  the  request  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $25,000  to  enable  the  commis- 
Klou  to  digest  the  matorial  it  has  col- 
lected and  put  It  in  surh  ishape  that 
it  will  be  available  for  the  nation. 

In  an  appendix  to  the  message,  pre- 
ceding tbe  report  of  tbe  commission, 
the  president  comments  on  the  replies 
made  by  a  Missouri  farmer  te  the  ques- 
tions taktA  by  tbe  commiseion.  *^o 
the  qnestloa,  *Is  tbe  mxpfty  of  farm  la- 
bor In  yonr  nelghborbood  satisfacto- 
ry?' the  answer  Is.  *No,  because  the 
people  have  gone  out  of  the  baby  busi- 
ness,' and  when  asked  as  to  the  reme- 
dy he  answers,  "Give  a  peution  to 
every  nioiher  who  irives  l)irth  to  seven 
living  boys  on  American  soil.'  *' 

7'he  president*!  meaaage  Is  at  fol- 
lows: 

To  the  Senate  Mid  .Boose  of  Bepre- 
sentatives:  i 
I  transmit  herewith  the  repbrt  of  the 
commission  on  country  life.  At  the 
outset  I  desire  to  point  oat  that  not 
a  dollar  of  the  pabllc  money  has  been 
paid  to  any  commissioner  for  his  work 
on  the  commission. 

Tbe  report  shows  the  poneral  condi- 
tion of  farming  life  In  the  open  coun- 
try and  points  out  its  lar;;er  problems. 
It  indicates  ways  in  wliU  h  theguvem- 
meut,  national  and  state,  may  show 
the  people  how  to  solve  some  of  these 
problems,  and  it  su^ests  a  continu- 
aooe  of  tbe  work  which  tbe  commis- 
sion began. 

Methods  of  the  CommUsion. 
Judging  by  thirty  public  hearin^'x,  to 
which  farmers  and  farmers'  wives 
from  forty  states  and  torritorles  rame, 
and  from  120,000  answers  to  printed 
questions  sent  out  by  the  department 
of  agriculture,  the  commission  finds 
that  tbe  general  level  of  country  life 
Is  high  compared  with  any  j^recedinc 
time  or  wltb  any  other  land.  If  It  has 
In  recent  years  slipped  down  In  some 
places,  it  has  risen  In  more  places. 
Its  progress  ftas  been  general^  if  not 
uniform.
